2. Considerable efforts were made to search the old records. A ‘Permanently 
Recorded’ file No. 25/4/NGO-Vol-I has been located, which contains 
correspondence on the subject of ‘Netaji’ dating back to 1951 to 1954. This file 
is placed below as linked file for perusal.

3. The note dated 2.12.1954 of Sri MO Mathai referred to in JMCI’s letter(FR), 
indicating receipt of *a small amount of Rs.200/- alongwith ashes and 
other remains of Netaji by Minister of External Affairs from the Embassy 
of India in Tokyo 9 may be seen at page 218 in the noting portion of the linked 
file (F/ “A”).

There seems to be no indication on file that the information 
contained in the linked file [No.25/4/NGO-Vol.I] has been shown to 
either the Khosla Commission or the present JMCI. It is proposed 
that instead of showing the whole file to JMCI, we only answer the 
questions posed by the Secretary of JMCI in his letter of 26 August. 

2. We would inform the JMCI that the alleged ashes of Netaji were 
received for the Ministry of External Affairs by the Embassy of India 
in Tokyo from Mr. S.A. Nair, former Director of the Information Office 
of Netaji’s Independent Indian Government and Shri Ramamurthy, 
Member of the Indian National Army, along with some charred 
remains of jewellery purportedly taken from the plane crash in 
Formosa and Japanese Yen 20,000 which was converted to Rs.200/ - 
mentioned in the note of Shri M.O. Mathai dated 2.12. 1954. 

3. The ashes were received by the Indian Mission in Tokyo at the 
Renkoji Temple. However, the then Ambassador of India informed 
the Head Priest of the temple that he was leaving the ashes in the 
care of the temple until such time when a decision had been taken by 
GOI on what to do with them. We can also add that as far as we are 
able to ascertain, the ashes are the same as that are presently in the 
custody of the Renkoji temple in Tokyo. 


4. Separately, JMCI has in their communication to Home 
Ministry, mentioned this issue as one of the reasons for the need to 
extend their term beyond 14 November 2004. 


5. There is a possibility that after receipt of our reply, JMCI may 
also request that the file be shown to them. We can then decide on 
what portions we may show.

Regarding the information requested by you, the information available on our files is as 

under:- 

1. The Indian Liaison Mission in Tokyo had conducted some investigations and reported 
that the ex-President, Indian Independence League, Japan had confirmed to the former 
Director of the Information Office of Netaji's Independent Indian Government that he 
himself received the ashes of Netaji in September 1945 and entrusted them to the 
custody of Renkoji Temple in Tokyo. 

2. The Chief Priest of Renkoji Temple wrote to the then Prime Minister Shri Jawaharlal 
Nehru on 23.11.1953 that he has been keeping the ashes of Netaji since 18 September, 
1 945 and the Indian Mission in Tokyo under instructions from the Government of India 
took over possession of the alleged ashes of Netaji at the Renkoji Temple. However, so 
that the ashes were not disturbed, with prior arrangement of the Japanese Foreign 
Ministry and the temple authorities, an understanding was reached that the alleged 
ashes of Netaji would remain in the Renkoji Temple until the Government of India has 
taken a decision.

In d.o. letter No.25/4/NGO-Vol.XII dated November 5, 2004 of the Joint Secretary 
. (CNV), Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India, it has been stated inter alia : 
“The Indian Mission in Tokyo under instruction of New Delhi took over possession of 
the alleged ashes of Netaji at the Renkoji temple. However, with prior arrangement of 
Japanese Foreign Ministry and the temple authorities, the ashes were not disturbed with 
the understanding that they would remain so until a decision has been taken by the 

Government of India The merit of the aforesaid reply, given by the Ministry 

of External Affairs, Government of India to the Commission’s queries mentioned above, 
will be considered by the Commission in due course* 


The Director (S), Ministry of Home Affairs, Government of India, has again been 
requested by Commission’s letter No.JMCI/Records/ND/99-2000/37(IV)/106 dated 
12.07.2004 to take effective steps so that the File No.lO/22/CM-68 is sent to the 
Commission without any further delay. He has also been requested that if the contents of 
the said file are still classified as Secret, the competent authority should be moved so thai 
the file may be made available to the Commission at least for the perusal of the Hon’ble 
Chairman as has been done earlier in the case of more than one file in respect of which 
privilege has been claimed by the Ministry of Home Affairs, Government of India. . The 
response of the Ministry is still awaited.

Dear Sir 

This pertains to an application I had filed on 3 October 2006 on the basis of a copy of a 
December 1954 note signed by the Private Secretary to then Prime Minister and External 
Affairs Minister Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru. The note (UO No D/S 13170) was attached to 
the application for ready reference. It succinctly stated that "the ashes and other remains 
of late Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose" were “received by the Minister of External Affairs 
from our Embassy in Tokyo". 



In this context, I requested Shri E Barwa, Joint Secretary (Information) & 
Central Public Information Officer, to let me know: 


i) How these "ashes and other remains of late Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose" were 
disposed off after their receipt in India by then Minister of External Affairs. 

ii) Why was this information about the receipt of the "ashes and other remains of late 
Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose" not conveyed to the people of India in general, and the 
Bose family in particular? 

iii) The present whereabouts of the "ashes and other remains of late Netaji Subhas 
Chandra Bose" with supporting documents, if they have been preserved. And in case they 
have been destroyed, or surreptitiously sent back to Tokyo, relevant documents thereof. 

In his reply dated 3 November 2006, Shri Barwa referred to an extract from DO letter 
No.25/4/NG0-Vol.Xl 1 dated 5 November 2004 from Joint Secretary (CNV), Ministry of 
External Affairs. This extract stated that “the Indian Mission in Tokyo under instruction 
of New Delhi took over the possession of the alleged ashes of Netaji at the Renkoji 
temple” and that they "were not disturbed". That is, they were not brought to India. 

I w'ould like to submit that Shri Barwa’s response does not fully answer my queries. In 
fact, it has landed me in confusion as the information furnished is diametrically opposite 
to the content of the aforementioned note, the genuineness of which is not in question. 


In view of the above, I am requesting you to kindly clear the air and provide categorical 
answers to the following 3 questions, which are more or less what 1 had put to Shri 
Barwa. 


1) Whether certain "ashes and other remains of Netaji" were ever received in India by 
Pandit Nehru, who was also the External Affairs Minister? 

2) If yes, how were they disposed off, and why was the information about their receipt 
withheld from the people of India in general and Netaji's family in particular? 

3) If the alleged ashes of Netaji “were not disturbed” and allowed to remain at the 
Renkoji temple in Tokyo, what is the raison d'etre of UO No D/S 13170 dated 2.12.1954? 

I will be grateful to you for the answers.

As regards item no. (i) of your above-quoted letter, I am directed to say that the 
Commission is still under the impression that the Embassies of India in the concerned 
countries will be requested by the Ministry of External Affairs to do the needful for the 
proposed visit of the Commission to those countries, as was done on the occasions of the 
visit of the Commission to the U K. and Japan. In pursuance of the discussions I had with 
Sri L. D. Ralte, Director (CNV), MEA about the subject on 09.09.2004, a copy of the 
above-quoted letter dated 27.09.2004 was endorsed to him for information and necessary 
action. Prior to that also the Ministry of External Affairs had been requested to make 
necessary arrangements for visit of the Commission through the Embassies of the 
concerned countries as was done for the visits of the Commission to the UK. and Japan. 

As regards Taipei, the Commission has already approached, as advised by the 
MEA, the India Taipei Association for all logistics arrangements including accommodation 
and transport. 

As regards item no. (ii) of your above-quoted letter, I am directed to say that for the 
earlier two visits of the Commission it was not required to furnish information in the four- 
page proforma sent by you or any such proforma. In point no. (ii) of your above-quoted 
letter the Commission has been asked to send to you the ‘Expenditure Proforma of 
Approval of deputation’, duly filled in and signed, to enable you to process the matter. I am 
directed to say that the Commission has been taken by surprise by this short of request as 


communicated in your above-quoted letter. I am further directed to say that it is not clear as 
to how the proposed visit of the Commission abroad for the purposes of its inquiry in 
pursuance of a decision taken by the Commission can be treated as deputation by the 
Government. Be that as it may, I am directed to say that the second point of your letter is 
under consideration of the Commission and a suitable reply will be given in due course.

Details : 

A representative of our High Commission in London made visits to the British 
Library and National Archives to obtain information on the issues raised by the 
JMCI. An exhaustive search was made with the help of Research Advisers at 
both the places, to locate the relevant information, on the electronic, microfilms 
as well as printed material like old files and books. However, the representative 
could not find any relevant material relating to the Inquiry initiated by the 
Viceroy as mentioned in document no. 5 190. Similarly, there was no mention 
about Netaji or the INA in the secret files from Churchill’s private office papers 
that were available at the National Archives. The following papers having some 
information on Netaji and the INA were photocopied and have been passed on to 
the JMCI:-

• PRESENT STATUS IN MEA: 

Available records in MEA are being scrutinized and reply is being 
processed separately in this regard.

[Regarding confirmation whether Chief Priest of Renkoji Temple has been 
formally requested to make available the alleged ashes to the

• PRESENT STATUS IN MEA: 

JMCI has already been informed vide Ministry’s letter no. 25/4/NGO-XI 
dated 31 May 2004 that Rev Mochizuki, the Head Priest of the Renkoji 
Temple in Tokyo had conveyed to our Ambassador in Tokyo that even 
though he has reservations from the spiritual angle, he has no objection 
to a DNA test being conducted on the mortal remains in his custody. It 
was further conveyed that if the DNA test confirms the remains to be 
those of Netaji, he would be willing to hand over to India the casket 
containing the ashes, but he would also like to keep a portion of the 
remains in the Renkoji Temple in Tokyo. 

JMCI was also informed therein that a formal request would be made to 
the Head Priest, once the decision to conduct the DNA test is finalised. 


• PROPOSED VISIT OF JMCI TEAM TO RUSSIA 

The Indian Embassy in Moscow had initiated action for making arrangements 
for the visit as required by the JMCI. The Russian Institute of Oriental Studies, 
Moscow who had been approached for a meeting, had requested that the dates 
of the JMCI team’s visit be reconfirmed urgently, particularly in view of the 
scheduled meeting that was slated to take place at the Institute on September 
22, 2004. The Institute had emphasised that an earliest possible reconfirmation 
on this would assist them in sending out in time, invitations to concerned 
scholars for the meeting. It was been pointed out that many of these scholars 
are from places outside Moscow. 

Subject to final convenience of the JMCI team to arrive in Moscow on 
September 21, 2004, the meeting at the IOS, Moscow was tentatively scheduled 
on September 22, 2004 while the meeting with Prof. Y.V.Vassilkov of IOS in 
St. Petersburg was scheduled on September 23, 2004. 

Our Mission in Moscow was awaiting confirmation from the Russian Foreign 
Office with regard to the JMCI request for access to Archives in Russia at that 
time [The Russian Foreign Office has subsequently informed that the 
information sought on Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose was not found in the 

Central Archives of the Federation Security Service of Russia- This has 
been conveyed to JMCI], 

It was informally conveyed by Secretary JMCI that the visit of the team to 
Russia was being postponed indefinitely and that the Team’s visit to only select 
Asian countries viz. Singapore, Taipei, Saigon, Bangkok and Kuala Lumpur, 
was being contemplated from November 15-30, 2004. 


PROPOSED VISIT OF JMCI TEAM TO SINGAPORE. TAIPEI, SAIGON. 

BANGKOK AND KUALA LUMPUR FROM NOVEMBER 15-30. 2004. 


Our Missions in Singapore, Hanoi, Bangkok and Kuala Lumpur were 
informed of the proposed visit of the team and have been requested to make all 
necessary logistic arrangements like accommodation, transport etc. Both MHA 
and JMCI have also been regularly updated with the feedback received from the 
respective Indian Missions, as under: - 

BANGKOK: 

While confirming that the requisite arrangements will be made for the team’s 
visit, our Mission in Bangkok has also conveyed that one Mr. Kapasi, who is the 
only person to have responded to the public notice issued by the Mission, will 
be in a position to give information on Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose and will be 
in Bangkok during the period 15-30 November, 2004. 

SINGAPORE: 

Meanwhile our Mission in Singapore has indicated that no worthwhile purpose 
is likely to be served by the proposed visit of the JMCI team, as the Mission 
does not have any substantive meetings to arrange. The following reasons have 
been cited in this regard - 

• The Notices brought out by the Mission in the English, Tamil and 
Mandarin language dailies in Singapore in October 2003, did not elicit 
any significant response, except for a phone call from a local resident 
who conveyed that he had already submitted his views and evidence to 
Justice G.D.Khosla in 1971. A copy of his evidence received by fax in the 
Mission was forwarded to JMCI vide No. 25/4/NGO/-Vol.X, dated 24 
February 2004. 

• The Singapore Foreign Ministry had also separately informed our High 
Commission in Singapore that they ■ did not have any information 
regarding the existence of an Indian National Army office in Singapore. 

• The Mission had made unsuccessful attempts to contact Mr. Joseph 
C. Pereira, a Singapore national who had provided feedback to our 
Mission in Ho Chi Minh City on the family of Mr. Gerald De Cruz 
(personal assistant to Netaji in Saigon during the period 1943 to 1945) 
and author of the book “Kojak Rebels”. [It may be mentioned here that 
our Mission in Yangon, Myanmar is making efforts to obtain a copy of 
the said book from Mr. Gerald De Cruz’s son- Mr. Simon Tensing De 
Cruz who is presently Singapore’s Ambassador to Myanmar], 

JMCI has been requested to reconsider its plan to visit Singapore. In case, it 
was felt that the team should indeed visit Singapore, JMCI has been requested 
to identify and intimate in advance, the specific meetings that are being sought 
by the team during its stay there, so that the Mission could be advised 
accordingly. 


KUALA LUMPUR: 


As regards the visit to Kuala Lumpur, it is pointed out to JMCI that the 
National Archives of Malaysia (NAM) had clearly conveyed to the Indian High 
Commission in March 2004, that it was unable to furnish any information on 
Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose. This was done after the Mission had taken up the 
matter again with the National Archives of Malaysia. A copy of the response 
received from the NAM was forwarded to JMCI vide letter no. D.O. No. 
25/4/NGO-Vol.X dated March 29, 2004. Earlier, Ministry had informed JMCI of 
the demise of Shri Amrik Singh Gill, formerly a member of the Indian National 
Army who was reported to be living in Kuala Lumpur. 

While the Mission had indicated that it will once again make an attempt to 
contact the National Archives of Malaysia and Shri Dato G.S.Gill (brother of 
deceased Shri Amrik Singh Gill) for more information, JMCI has been requested 
to identify and intimate in advance, any other specific meetings that are being 
sought by the team during its stay in Kuala Lumpur, so that the Mission could 
be advised accordingly. It has been conveyed that the Mission will make logistic 
arrangements like accommodation, transport, reception etc. for the JMCI team 
on receipt of the final travel programme.

I am directed to refer to Commission’s letter No. JMCI/ Admn./99-2000/32(13)/ 443 
dated February 1 7, 2004 addressed to you soliciting further extension of the term of Justice 
M K. Mukheijee Commission of Inquiry for one year beyond May 14, 2004 for reasons 
explained and referred to in the said letter including those mentioned in Annexures ‘B’ and *C’ 
attached thereto.

3 . Though some of the hurdles could ultimately be removed in the past by diligent and 
persistent endeavours of the Government of India on being untiringly pursued by the

4 l am also directed to draw your attention to the matters of sub-paras

We have received from the Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India, on 
August 16, 2004, a copy of personal diary of Admiral the Lord Louis Mountbatten, 
Supreme Allied Commander, South East Asia, 1943-1946, edited by Philip Ziegler, 
which is being examined. 

(a) In the d o. letter No.JMCI/EO/2002-03/83(III)/93 dated 28.06.2004 addressed to 
the Director (CNV), Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India, it has 
been requested, inter alia : “It may be intimated whether the Chief Priest of 
Renkoji temple has been formally requested to make available the alleged ashes to 
the experts who may be appointed by the Commission for D.N.A. test of the 
same. The Commission may also be informed whether any reply to such 
request,... has been received.” The Commission is yet to receive any reply of the 
Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India to the aforesaid queries of the 
Commission. 

(b) The Commission is still continuing its efforts to ascertain the prima facie 
feasibility of D.N.A. tests of the alleged ashes of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose kept 
in the Renkoji temple in Japan. 

Present whereabouts of almost all the relevant witnesses examined earlier outside India as 
also most of those mentioned anew reportedly living abroad, are yet to be collected and 
the reports regarding availability/non-availability of the relevant documents are yet to be 
obtained/collected from most of the foreign countries concerned by the Ministry of 
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External Affairs, Government of India, to make them available to the Commission on 
receipt of which the Commission might be required to draw up programmes for its visit 
to the relevant foreign countries for examination of witnesses and documents availably 
there as also for inspection of important relevant sites in those countries. 

9. With Commission’s letter No. JMCI/Meeting-Proceedings (Follow Up)/99- 
2000/4S(V)/166 dated August 26, 2004 addressed to the Joint Director, Intelligence 
Bureau, Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India , a fresh list of 18 files 
available with the Intelligence Bureau on Micro-film purported to be relevant to the 
inquiry of the Commission has been sent to the said Joint Director who has been 
requested to get those files ready under intimation to this Commission to enable the 
Commission to examine those files without any more loss of time. Further intimation of 
the Intelligence Bureau in the matter is awaited. 

10. The Director (S), Ministry of Home Affairs, Government of India, has again been 
requested to take effective steps so that the File No.lO/22/CM-68 is sent to the 
Commission without any further delay. He has also been requested that if the contents of 
the said file are still classified as Secret, the competent authority should be moved so that 
the file may be made available to the Commission at least for the perusal of the Hon’ble 
Chairman as was done earlier in the case of more than one file in respect of which 
privilege has been claimed by the Ministry of Home Affairs, Government of India (vide 
d.o. letter no. JMCI/Records/ND/99-2000/37(IV)/106 dated July 12, 2004 of the 
Secretary addressed to the Director (S), Ministry of Home Affairs, Government of India. 
The response of the Ministry is still awaited. 

11. Copies of the (1) Proclamation and (2) Instrument of surrender, as called for by 
Commission’s letter No. JMCI/Overseas/Witnesses/2002-03/70(II)/288 dated 16.10.2003 
addressed to the Joint Secretary, (CNV), Ministry of External Affairs, Government of 
India ; have been received by the Commission from them. Those have been examined by 
it and kept on record. 

12. By Commission’s letter No.JMCI/Overseas/Witnesses/2000-01/70(II)/446 dated 
February 18, 2004 addressed to the Director (IS), Ministry of Home Affairs, Government 
of India, the receipt of the two responses to the notices published in Bangkok and Saigon 
(Vietnam) through the Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India, were 
acknowledged and the Ministry of Home Affairs was requested to let the Commission 
know about other responses to the said notice, if any, received subsequently. A copy of 
the said letter dated February 18, 2004 was endorsed to the Director CNV), Ministry of 
External Affairs, Government of India, for information and necessary action. With d.o. 
letter No.25/4/NGO-Vol.X dated February 24, 2004 of the Director (CNV), Ministry of 
External Affairs, Government of India, the communications (in two pages) received by 
the Indian Mission in Singapore by FAX from a local resident in response to the 
Commission’s notice have been sent to the Commission for further appropriate action. 
Those papers have been perused and kept on record. It is presumed that no further 
response has been received to the Commission’s said notices published in Bangkok, 
Saigon & Singapore. 
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13. Commission’s Notice to the public has been published on March 19, 2004 in The China 
Post, a leading English daily of Taiwan, to explore the possibility of getting available 
evidence in Taiwan. In response to the notice, a letter by e-mail has been received from . 
one NRI Indian based in Taiwan. No other response has been received as yet. 

14. In d.o. letter No.JMCI/Records/ND/99-2000/37(IV)/170 dated August 26, 2004 of the 
Secretary of the Commission addressed to the Director (CNV), Ministry of External 
Affairs, Government of India, his attention has been drawn to the photo-copy of the note 
dated 02.12.1954 of Shri M.O. Mathai which was endorsed to the then Joint Secretary 
(AD), Shri Prem Krishan under P.M.’s Sectt. U.O. No. D/S 13370 dated 02.12.1954 as 
could be found in the photo-copy of the top secret File No. 23(1 l)/56/57/PM of the 
P.M.’s office (Political Section) on the subject, “IN A Treasure” wherefrom it appears that 
the Ministry of External Affairs received a small amount of Rs.200/- and odd along with 
the ashes and other remains of “Late Shri Subhas Chandra Bose” from the Indian 
Embassy in Tokyo and the Director (CNV) has been requested to report on the following 
points : 

i. When and under what circumstances were the alleged ashes of Netaji 
received by the Ministry of External Affairs from the Indian Embassy in 
Tokyo as mentioned in the aforesaid note dated 02.12.1954 ? 

ii. Where were the ashes and other remains mentioned in the said note dated 
02.12.1954 preserved? 

iii. If not preserved, what did happen to those ashes and remains ?

25/4/NGO-Vol.XII dated August 18, 2004, regarding Status Report of 
the Justice Mukherjee Commission of Inquiry (JMCI) for the period 
1.6.2004 to 30.6.2004. 

2. In para 3 of our statement containing comments/ current status 
of various issues concerning MEA, we had indicated that our Mission 
in London was being reminded with regard to JMCPs query about the 
result of the inquiry initiated by the Viceroy [as mentioned in Official 
paper-bearing No.5190-an extract from a Note of Discussion between 
Lord Wavell, then Secretary of State and R. Arthur Henderson held on 
27 August 1945]. 

3. We have since then, received a response from our Mission in 
London. A representative of our High Commission in London made 
visits to the British Library and National Archives to obtain 
information on the issues raised by the JMCI. An exhaustive search 
was made with the help of Research Advisers at both the places, to 
locate the relevant information, on the electronic, microfilms as well as 
printed material like old files and books. However, the representative 
could not find any relevant material relating to the Inquiry initiated by 
the Viceroy as mentioned in document no. 5 190. Similarly, there was 
no mention about Netaji or the INA in the secret files from Churchill’s 
private office papers that were available at the National Archives. The 
following papers having some information on Netaji and the INA were 
photocopied and forwarded to us. These are attached herewith

Status Report as on 02.09.2004 (forenoon) showing action taken on / compliance with 

orders / directions of the Commission including those contained in its various proceedings. 

1. Xerox copies of the proceedings dated 23.06.2004 and of the Status Report as on 

21.06.2004 have been sent to the Secretaries, Ministry of Home Affairs, Ministry of 
External Affairs, Cabinet Secretariat as also to the Director, Intelligence Bureau, 
Government of India, for their information and favour of taking necessary action at their 
ends (in respect of such of the matters therein as may be applicable to them). 

2. A notice has been sent to each of the deponents and other authorities concerned 
regarding the next hearing of the Commission which is scheduled to be held on 

08.09.2004 and 09.09.2004, and, if need be, on 10.09.2004 at 11.00 O’clock in the 
forenoon on each day in the Committee Room ‘C’ of Vigyan Bhavan Annexe, New 
Delhi, and five witnesses (including two handwriting experts) have been summoned for 
their examination during the hearing. 

3. (a) The Ministry of External Affairs in their statement containing parawise comments 

on the Commission’s Status Report for June, 2004 sent with their d.o. letter 
No.25/4/NGO-Vol.XII dated August 18, 2004 has stated that they have not 
received any response from the Indian Mission concerned regarding an official 
paper bearing No. 5 190 which is an extract of a note of discussion between Lord 
Wavell, the then Secretary of State and R. Arthur Henderson held on August 27, 
1945 as collected from the U.K. in course of the visit of the Commission to 
London and that the Mission has been reminded by the Ministry of External 
Affairs in the matter. Further development is awaited. 

(b) Regarding visit of the Commission to Russia to examine witnesses and archival 
documents, a provisional programme was sent to the Ministry of External Affairs 
with a copy endorsed to the Ministry of Home Affairs. Acknowledging the receipt 
of the programme, the Ministry of External Affairs suggested, “that the itinerary of 
JMCI’s visit to Russia including the dates of visit should be finalized only after 
receipt of further inputs from our Mission in Moscow. We shall keep you updated 
on the matter.” No further communication on the matter has been received till date 
from the Ministry of External Affairs. The Ministry of External Affairs has been 
reminded by the Commission to take necessary action so that the Commission can 
visit Russia within September 30, 2004 or at best by the first week of October, 
2004 to avoid the bitter winter of Russia vide Secretary’s d.o. letter 
No.JMCI/EO/2002-2003/83(UI)/186 dated August 30, 2004 addressed to the 
Director (CNV), Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India. 

(c) In the Commission’s said d.o. letter dated August 30, 2004 it has also been stated 
that finalisation of the programme of the Commission’s visit to Taiwan and some 
other places also depends on the time of the proposed visit of the Commission to 
Russia. 

4. The attention of the Director (CNV) has been drawn to Commission’s letter No. 
JMCI/OverseasAVitnesses/2002-2003/70(II)/188 dated 05.08.2003 addressed to the Joint 
Secretary, (CNV), wherein the latter was requested to send particulars of some suitable 
willing Indian scholars/students of Post Graduate class available in the USA 
indicating/suggesting the rate of remuneration, if any, acceptable to them unless they 
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would agree to do the job of archival research at various American repositories of 
relevant historical documents relating to Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose, fre^of 
remuneration for academic interest or for the love and respect for Netaji. In the statement 
forwarded by the Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India with their d.o. letter 
no. 25/4/NGO-Vol.XII dated August 18, 2004, it has been stated, inter alia : “Our. 
Mission in Washington has been requested to depute an Officer to look at the 
documents”. Further development in the matter is awaited. 

We have received from the Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India, on August 
16, 2004, a copy of personal diary of Admiral the Lord Louis Mountbatten, Supreme 
Allied Commander, South East Asia, 1943-1946, edited by Philip Ziegler, which is being 
examined. 

(a) In the d.o. letter No.JMCI/EO/2002-03/83(III)/93 dated 28.06.2004 addressed to 
the Director (CNV), Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India, it has 
been requested, inter alia : “It may be intimated whether the Chief Priest of 
Renkoji temple has been formally requested to make available the alleged ashes to 
the experts who may be appointed by the Commission for D.N.A. test of the 
same. The Commission may also be informed whether any reply to such 
request,. . . has been received.” The Commission is yet to receive any reply of the 
Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India to the aforesaid queries of the 
Commission. 

(b) The Commission is still continuing its efforts to ascertain the prima facie 
feasibility of D.N.A. tests of the alleged ashes of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose kept 
in the Renkoji temple in Japan. 

Present whereabouts of almost all the relevant witnesses examined earlier outside India as 
also most of those mentioned anew reportedly living abroad, are yet to be collected and 
the reports regarding availability/non-availability of the relevant documents are yet to be 
obtained/collected from most of the foreign countries concerned by the Ministry of 
External Affairs, Government of India, to make them available to the Commission on 
receipt of which the Commission might be required to draw up programmes for its visit 
to the relevant foreign countries for examination of witnesses and documents available 
there as also for inspection of important relevant sites in those countries. 

With Commission’s letter No. JMCEMeeting-Proceedings (Follow Up)/99- 
2000/48(V)/166 dated August 26, 2004 addressed to the Joint Director, Intelligence 
Bureau, Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India , a fresh list of 1 8 files 
available with the Intelligence Bureau on Micro-film purported to be relevant to the 
inquiry of the Commission has been sent to the said Joint Director who has been 
requested to get those files ready under intimation to this Commission to enable the 
Commission to examine those files without further loss of time. Further intimation of the 
Intelligence Bureau in the matter is awaited. 

The Director (S), Ministry of Home Affairs, Government of India, has again been 
requested to take effective steps so that the File No.lO/22/CM-68 is sent to the 
Commission without any further delay. He has also been requested that if the contents of 
the said file are still classified as Secret, the competent authority should be moved so that 
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the file may be made available to the Commission at least for the perusal of the 
Chairman as was done earlier in the case of more than one file in respect of which 
privilege has been claimed by the Ministry of Home Affairs, Government of India (vide 
d.o. letter no. JMCI/Records/ND/99-2000/37(IV)/106 dated July 12, 2004 of the 
Secretary addressed to the Director (S), Ministry of Home Affairs, Government of India. * 
The response of the Ministry is still awaited. 

10. Copies of the (1) Proclamation and (2) Instrument of surrender were called for by 
Commission’s letter No. JMCI/Overseas/Witnesses/2002-03/70(II)/288 dated 16.10.2003 
addressed to the Joint Secretary, (CNV), Ministry of External Affairs, Government of 
India. Copies of the said “Proclamation” and “Instrument of Surrender” have been 
received by the Commission from the Ministry of External affairs and those have been 
examined by it and kept on record. 

11. By Commission’s letter No.JMCI/Overseas/Witnesses/2000-01/70(II)/446 dated 
February 18, 2004 addressed to the Director (IS), Ministry of Home Affairs, Government 
of India, the receipts of the two responses to the notices published in Bangkok and 
Saigon (Vietnam) through the Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India, were 
acknowledged and the Ministry of Home Affairs was requested to let the Commission 
know about other responses to the said notice, if any, received subsequently. A copy of 
the said letter dated February 18, 2004 was endorsed to the Director CNV), Ministry of 
External Affairs, Government of India, for information and necessary action. With d.o. 
letter No.25/4/NGO-Vol.X dated February 24, 2004 of the Director (CNV), Ministry of 
External Affairs, Government of India, the communications (in two pages) received by 
the Indian Mission in Singapore by FAX from a local resident in response to the 
Commission’s notice have been sent to the Commission for further appropriate action. 
Those papers have been perused and kept on record. It is presumed that no further 
response has been received to the Commission’s said notices published in Bangkok, 
Saigon & Singapore. 

12. Commission’s Notice to the public has been published on March 19, 2004 in The China 
Post, a leading English daily of Taiwan, to explore the possibility of getting available 
evidence in Taiwan.

for obtaining visa cannot be taken. Needless to say. Ministry of Home Affairs need 
reasonable time for communicating necessary approval and sanction . As our past 
experience shows, Ministry of Home Affairs take about three weeks or more to 
communicate approval of tour abroad and sanction for incurring expenditure.

I write with reference to your letters dated July 8, 2004 and August 1 1 , 2004 
regarding your conversations with Mrs. Anita Pfaff, daughter of Netaji Subhash 
Chandra Bose. 

2. We do appreciate the wishes of Mrs. Pfaff that the matter of her father's 
death/disappearance be brought to a closure as soon as possible. However, as you 
are aware, this issue is contentious in nature and has been the subject matter of 
enquiry by three separate Commissions, the latest being the Justice Mukherjee 
Commission of Enquiry (JMCI) which was set up by the Government of India in 
December 1999. The JMCI has been tasked to enquire into the facts and 
circumstances relating to the disappearance of Netaji Subhash Chandra Bose in 
1945 and the subsequent developments connected therewith - including whether 
Netaji Subhash Chandra Bose is dead or alive; if he is dead, whether he died in the 
plane crash in Taipei, as alleged; and whether the ashes in the Renkoji Temple in 
Tokyo are indeed his mortal remains. 

3. The issue of the return of the mortal remains lying in the Renkoji Temple to 
India is thus linked to the outcome of the enquiry being conducted by the JMCI. 
Earlier this year, Rev. Mochizuki, Head Priest of the Renkoji Temple, informed our 
Ambassador in Tokyo that even though he had some reservations from the spiritual 
angle, he would not object to a DNA test being conducted on the mortal remains in 
his custody. If the DNA test confirms the remains to be those of Netaji, he would be 
willing to hand over the casket containing the ashes but would like to keep a portion 
of the ashes in the Renkoji Temple in Tokyo. This offer was communicated to the 
JMIC, which has decided to conduct the DNA test of the mortal remains. We do not 
know at present how soon the DNA test would be undertaken, though EAM has 
recently assured Justice Mukherjee of our full cooperation in the matter. 

4. I am sharing the above for your information only. At this stage, we can only 
advise Mrs. Anita Pfaff that the JMIC is seized with the matter and that the 
Government is awaiting the findings of the Commission.

6. The Japanese report of Bose’s death is also a matter of considerable im- 
portance not only in the political arena but also to those concerned with 
security: the continued existence of “Netaji”, possibly underground, would 
undoubtedly maintain the fervour of the many Jifs, military and civilian, who 
came under what was almost a spell, while the confirmed end of their leader 
would probably have something of an opposite effect. 

7. The report of Bose’s death was received in most quarters in India with 
sympathy and regret expressed by meetings and hartals, but scepticism widely 
persists. Reactions in Bengal particularly are of interest. It is generally believed

there that the news has been faked with Japanese coimivance and that Bose lias

8- Where the report has been generally accepted there is a feeling of dis- 
appointment that Bose will now be unable to return to his homeland to take 
his rightful place”; that he would have been forgiven by Government is taken 
almost for granted, particularly in view of the delicate political situation. 
Bose s case is of course inextricably bound up with the future of captured 
members of the I.N.A. Press comments in relation to both betray readiness 
to minimize their offence and to emphasise the patriotic though misguided 
motives and, in respect of the I.N.A., the extremity and violence of enemy 
pressure, from which these offences are alleged to have sprung. There is, further, 
in some papers an undercurrent of malicious satisfaction that Bose and his men 
found opportunity for this misguided activity. Jawaharlal Nehru, as was to be 
expected, has aired his views freely on the subject, in mischievous terms. 
While recognizing the ‘‘English approach” to this question lie stresses the 
importance of the “Indian approach”. 

9. Bose’s established death would solve the difficult problem of dealing with 
him but his patriotism and activities, even though from the wrong side of the 
fence, are likely to hold an important place in the nationalist mind, particularly 
that of the young Bengali; one politician even declared that his “legend will 
continue to inspire the people and steel them in their determination to free 
India and Asia from Imperialism”.

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STATE iiViuifT CF YCSH3MI TANEYOSHI, CAPTAIN (MEDICAL) CP THE 
WITH REGARD TO THE DEATH CP CHE CHANDRA BOSE, WHO DIED AT 
1 8th DAY OP AUGUST, 1945* 


I, TANEYOSHI YOSHIMI, Captain (Medical) of tile Imperial 
present at Stanley Gaol, Hong Kong, having observed a statement 
newspaper, requesting information regarding the death of Chandra 
my own free will to place any knowledge I have of this matter at the disposal of 
the Authorities requiring it. To the best cf my ability and memory I hear state 
the events surrounding the death of Ghandra Bose. 



In August, 1945, I was the Senior Officer at the NANMON Military Hospital, 
Talhokn, Bormosa. At about 1700 hrs on the 18th day of August, 1945 a truck 
driven up before the hospital contained several men who had been injured in an 
aeroplane crash. Two of the men were Indians, and the remainder, about five or 
six in number were Japanese. One of the Japanese, a Staff Officer with the rank 
of Lt-Colonel v^iose name I cannot properly recall, but believe was Ishii -something , 
informed me that ,one of the Indians, pointing him out, was Chandra Bose and that I 
was not to spare nyself and must give him the very best of treatment. I Inraediate- 
ly gave instructions for some medical orderlies to go a prepare a bed, and for 
others to carry in the injured man. 


When he was laid on the bed, I personally cleaned his injuries with oils and 
dressed them. He was suffering from extensive burns over the whole of his body, 
though the most serious were those on his head, chest and thighs. There was very 
little left on his head in the way of hair or other identification marks. During 
the first four hours he was semi-concious, and practically normal, speaking quite 
a good deal. The first words I remember him speaking were in Japanese, when he 
made a request for water, which had to be fed to him through a hospital cup with 
a spout. As most of his speaking was in English, a request for an interpreter 
was made, and one was sent from the Civil Government Offices named NAKAMURA. He 
informed me that he had very often interpreted for Chandra Bose and had had many 
conversations with him. He appeared to have no doubt that the man he was speaking 
with was Chandra Bose. During the treating of his injuries , I twice inquired of 
Chandra Bose if he was in any pain, and neither time did he make any answer. After 
about four hours, I inquired whether there was any statement, will, or such matter 
he wished to make. He answered "Nothing”. After the fourth hour he appeared to 
be sinking into unconciousness. He nrnmered, and muttered in his state of coma, 
but never regained conciousness. At about 23oo hrs. he died. There was apart 
from the injuries mentioned above, abrasions on his elbows and knees. There were 
no fractures. 


The other Indian was a Ghandra Bose’s Adjutant, a Colonel of the Indian 
National Amy, who was suffering from burns to the sides of his head, aims , hands 
and knees. I do not remember this mans name, but recall that it was a veiy long 
one. He was a very tall man, about six feet or over, medium build, and clean 
shaven. 

It was the wish of this Colonel, arh also that of the authorities that the 
remains of Chandra Bose should be transported to Tokyo, and to facilitate this I , 
injected Formalin into the body, and also had the coffin partly filled with lime. 

The whole was put in a box, and on the 20th August, was taken tc Taihoku airport 
for transporting to Japan, in charge of Warrant Officer NISHX. w. 0. Nishi returned 
later and informed me that the body could for some unknown reason, not be taken to 
Japan, and was to be sent to the crematorium for cremation. I therefore made out 
a Death Certificate, stating the causes of death to be extensive burning and shock. 
The orders for this change of plans came from the Adjutant’s Department, Taiwan J&f 

On the morning of the 19th August, Colonel Miyata, Staff Officer of General 
Ando came to the hospital to express mourning on behalf of General Ando and his 
staff, and as is our custom breugit gifts of flowers, fruits and cakes for the 
deceased. The news of the death of Chandra Bose was kept a secret, and I and ny 
were warned not to divulge that we knew who it was that had died. The new? 
was as far as I can remember published in the public press early in the month of j 
September, 1945* ( 
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,V the other passengers of the aircraft I have some direct and acme information 
which was told to me. As far as I could make out, the aircraft, carrying Chandra 
Bose, his Adjutant and about ten or twelve others (Japanese), took off from the 
Talhoku Air Port, and after rising to a height of about thirty feet, suddenly burst 
into flames and crashed to the ground. A Major-General SHIDEI and two others 
were killed, or unable to escape and were burned with the plane. The others 
escaped or were rescued, and were brought to Nanmon Hospital. The two pilots, 
Warrant Officer (later 2/Lt. ) A0YAGI and a Sergeant Major. , were both burned, but 
after remaining in ny care for about two or three weeks had practically recovered 
and were transferred to the Hokuto Military Hospital were I later heard they had 
died, about three weeks after admittance. 

The Indian Colonel, Adjutant to Chandra Bose, remained in my care for about 
10 days, and was then sent to the Hokuto Military Hospital. The interpreter 
Nakamura want up there with him, and I have no knowledge of what became of either 
of them. I do know however that the ashes of Chandra Bose were handed over to 
the Indian Colonel. 

There is nothing more I can remember of this matter, at the present, but will 
give thought to it, and anything of Importance I later remember I will disclose.

I write with reference to your letters dated July 8, 2004 and August 1 1 , 2004 
regarding your conversations with Mrs. Anita Pfaff, daughter of Netaji Subhash 
Chandra Bose. 


2. We do appreciate the wishes of Mrs. Pfaff that the matter of her father’s 
death/disappearance be brought to a closure as soon as possible. However, as you 
are aware, this issue is contentious in nature and has been the subject matter of 
enquiry by three separate Commissions, the latest being the Justice Mukherjee 
Commission of Enquiry (JMCI) which was set up by the Government of India in 
December 1999. The JMCI has been tasked to enquire into the facts and 
circumstances relating to the disappearance of Netaji Subhash Chandra Bose in 
1945 and the subsequent developments connected therewith - including whether 
Netaji Subhash Chandra Bose is dead or alive; if he is dead, whether he died in the 
plane crash in Taipei, as alleged; and whether the ashes in the Renkoji Temple in 
Tokyo are indeed his mortal remains. 


3. The issue of the return of the mortal remains lying in the Renkoji Temple to 
India is thus linked to the outcome of the enquiry being conducted by the JMCI. 
Earlier this year, Rev. Mochizuki, Head Priest of the Renkoji Temple, informed our 
Ambassador in Tokyo that even though he had some reservations from the spiritual 
angle, he would not object to a DNA test being conducted on the mortal remains in 
his custody. If the DNA test confirms the remains to be those of Netaji, he would be 
willing to hand over the casket containing the ashes but would like to keep a portion 
of the ashes in the Renkoji Temple in Tokyo. This offer was communicated to the 
JMIC, which has decided to conduct the DNA test of the mortal remains. We do not 
know at present how soon the DNA test would be undertaken, though EAM has 
recently assured Justice Mukherjee of our full cooperation in the matter. 

4. I am sharing the above for your information only. At this stage, we can only 
advise Mrs. Anita Pfaff that the JMIC is seized with the matter and that the 
Government is awaiting the findings of the Commission.

2. Mrs. Anita Pfaff, daughter of Netaji Subhash Chandra Bose, called to say that 
she was unable to make the trip to Japan due to some organizational problems. She 
then asked me about Gol’s thinking on bringing closure to the Netaji matter. Her 
family, and she herself, did not believe that Netaji was still alive. Such leads, as had 
become available during the last ten years or so, had brought forth no new evidence 
that he was alive. She recalled her meeting with the then EAM, Shri Pranab 
Mukherjee (now RM), in 1995 during his visit to Germany, and felt he shared this 
view. She was aware of the position of the Forward Bloc and some others; also that 
Gol had set up another Commission to review the evidence. She wondered whether 
the Commission had any worthwhile new information and when it would complete its 
work. She said that next year, the 60th anniversary of the end of War, might be a 
good occasion to bring this chapter to a close. Associates ofNetaji were disappearing 
fast, those who still remain are very old. It is their wish, too, that this matter be laid to 
rest. One way of doing so could be by bringing back the ashes from the Renkoji 
Temple in Tokyo to India with appropriate solemnity and honours.

Call on EAM by Hon’ble Justice M.K. Mukherjee (Retired Judge 
of Supreme Court of India), Chairman, Justice Mukherjee 
Commission of Inquiry at 1630 hrs on 25 June 2004. 


EAM welcomed Justice Mukherjee and recalled that he had deposed 
for the Commission a few years back. He assured Justice Mukherjee that 
the Commission would receive his personal and MEA’s full support in 
their endeavours including with regard to the DNA testing of the mortal 
remains of Netaji believed to be kept at the Renkoji Temple in Tokyo. 

2. Justice Mukherjee thanked EAM for his time. He expressed his 
gratitude at the support given by MEA both in India and at the Indian 
Missions abroad. He said that presently there were two important issues 
that were being dealt with by the Commission. One was examination of 
some Russians who had written articles on Netaji who was in contact with 
Dr. (Mrs) Purabi Roy and some others. He handed over the list of these 
Russians and requested that MEA facilitate examination of these 
witnesses. One Professor Rybakov from the Institute of Oriental Studies 
had conveyed his willingness to organize a meeting of Russian scholars 
engaged in the study of Netaji with the Commission. If possible, he 
wanted to visit Moscow within the month of July. If this was not possible, 
he would be able to go after 23 August, 2004. 

3. The other was the issue of the alleged “mortal remains” of Netaji 
which were at the Renkoji Temple in Japan. He said that the DNA 
laboratories at Kolkata and Hyderabad had now acquired capacity to do 
the necessary tests. The Commission had obtained DNA samples of two 
family members on either side of the lineage which could be used for 
comparison. The Commission had also identified a Japanese expert who 
was willing to support the Commission and they were presently in 
correspondence. The photos taken by representative from the Indian 
Embassy in Tokyo of the mortal remains showed that there was a large 
portion of the jaw bone and some teeth. This would allow morphological 
testing which would indicate whether or not the remains were that of a 
male or a female and also as to the age of the remains. 

4. EAM said that our Embassy in Moscow would be instructed 
immediately to study the possibility of organizing the meeting of the 
scholars on Netaji at the time indicated by the Hon Tile Chairman. With 
regard to DNA testing, he said that the Commission was welcome to do 
the testing anywhere depending on their convenience. MEA would 
continue to give its full support. 
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5. Justice Mukherjee said that there was one other matter regarding 
the alleged mortal remains at Renkoji Temple. 18 August is celebrated as 

an annual function to commemorate/ Netaji, and several prominent people A' 5rUi ^ 

including the relatives of Netaji were planning to attend the function this 

year. However, in view of the delicate nature of the issue, he would 

request that there be no representative from the Indian Mission in Tokyo 

at the function. !

6. Justice Mukherjee added that the Americans have offered to show 
to the Commission some documents. He requested EAM to depute 
someone from our Mission in Washington to look at these documents 
being offered by the Americans. As he did not have the details in Delhi, 
he would ask the Member Secretary of the Commission to forward the 
same. 

7. EAM said that the last two items would not be difficult and he 
would have messages sent immediately to our Missions. He added that a 
very graphic account of Netaji’s death had been published by some writers 
but at the same time some others have also shown him to be appearing at 
Nehru’s death. He also recalled that Netaji was the one who coined the 
phrase “Father of the Nation”. 


8. The meeting ended with pleasantries.

■ have attached to your own communication, ! would suggest that, as a practical 
mallei. the Commission select an Indian scholar or graduate student working ini#/’ 
the United States to perform such research.
